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THE NAMES OF GOD 


B. B. C. President, L. R. Keys, presents a most profitable 


Bible study on this interesting subject. 


A study of the names of God is 
sure to result in much blessing and 
edification. God has revealed Him- 
self by His various names in connec- 
tion with some need or exigency of 
His people. Dr. Scofield has said 
that “there can be no need of man to 
which these names do not answer, 
as showing that man’s true resource 
is in God. Even human failure and 
sin but evoxe new and fuller revela- 
tions of the divine fullness.” 

Let us look at some of these titles 
of deity: 

God is revealed as “Creator” (ELO- 
HIM). It was God ELOHIM who, 
in the beginning created the heaven 
and the earth. This title is used no 
less than 2,700 times for God. We 
are told that there is another word 
which is used for God, namely 
“ADONIM” which speaks of God as 
owner and proprietor of the universe 
which He has created. 

A second name is that of “The 


Most High” (EL ELYON). He is 
“The Most High God.” He is God 
omnipotent; a God of supreme 


strength and power. He is God, Who 
as creator of the universe and of man 
and as possessor of heaven and of 
earth is to be worshipped. He is God 
Most High, with Whom is no begin- 
ning of days or end of life. He is the 
Eternal, Who lives and reigns in high- 
est supremacy of majesty from ever- 
lasting even to everlasting. 

A third title is that of EL SHAD- 
DAI. It was by this title that God 
revealed Himself to Abraham when 
He said, “I am the Almighty God; 
walk before me, and be thou perfect.” 

Here is a beautiful and touching 
revelation — El Shaddai, the “Strong 
One.” The word “Shaddai” is formed 
from the Hebrew word “Shad” used in 
the Scriptures for a woman’s breast. 
Bringing these two words, El and 
Shaddai together, this name signifies 
the “Strong One” Who is also the 
Nourisher, the Strength Giver. “He 
is the satisfier who pours Himself into 
believers’ lives.” 

A writer has said: “As a fretful, 
unsatisfied babe is not only strength- 
ened and nourished from the moth- 
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er’s breast but is also quieted, rested, 
satisfied, so El Shaddai is the name 
of God which sets Him forth as the 
Strength Giver and Satisfier of His 
people.” Thus it may be said that 
our God is an all-sufficient God. He 
is God of all grace; an all bountiful, 
gracious Being with power to supply 
the need of His people from His un- 
limited abundance. 

God is revealed as “The Eternal” 
(JEHOVAH). This was a most sa- 
cred name in Israel, and we are in- 
formed that none but Israel and Ju- 
dah might use that name. The “Je- 
hovah” titles constitute a remarkable 
study in themselves. Since this ar- 
ticle is not intended as a complete 
or thorough exposition of the names 
of God and since its purpose is to 
introduce the reader to the riches to 
be found in a close study of these 
marvelous titles, we shall present the 
seven “Jehovah” titles of God with 
just a brief comment leaving it to the 
reader to look up the references and 
experience the blessing of this study 
for himself. Following are seven “Je- 
hovah” titles: 

(1) “JEHOVA - JIREH.” The 
meaning is that God will see the need 
and will {supply it. Romans 8:32; 
Phil. 4:19; Gen. 12:14. 

(2) “JEHOVAH-RAPHA”, Mean- 
ing: “the Lord that healeth.” Psalms 
103:3; 1 Peter 2:24; Exodus 15:26. 
While this includes physical healing, 
certainly it would also cover every 
malady of the soul. 

(3) “JEHOVAH - NISSI”. “The 
Lord our banner.” The context will 
show that the enemy was Amalek, a 
type of the flesh, but the law of the 
Spirit of Life in Christ Jesus gives 
victory over Amalek, the “flesh.” Ex- 
odus 17:15; Psalms 60:6; Romans 
8:2. 

(4) “JEHOVAH-SHALOM”. “The 
Lord our Peace” or “The Lord send 
Peace.” Truly He is our peace. Judges 
6:24: John 14:27; Ephesians 2:14. 

(5) “JEHOVAH - RA-AH”. _ This 
title means, “The Lord my Shepherd.” 
In Psalm 22 Christ is seen laying 
down His life, thus making peace 
possible by the blood of the cross. In 


Psalm 23 the Lord is seen as the Shep- 
herd of the sheep caring for His own 
who are in the world. Psalms 23:1; 


eee 5:1; Hebrews 13:20; John 
ALB 
(6) “JEHOVAH - EDKENU.” 


This name is used in connection with 
a prophecy concerning the future of 
Israel. The day is coming when con- 
verted Israel will salute Him as Je- 
hovah - Zedkenu, “The Lord Our 
Righteousness.” Jeremiah 23:6, 33:16; 
1 Corinthians 1:30. 

(7) “JEHOVAH - SHAMMAH” 
This signifies Jehovah’s abiding pres- 
ence with His people. “Jehovah is 
there.” He has promised never to 
leave us or forsake us but to be ever 
present, even unto the end of the age. 
Exodus 38:14, 15; 1 Chronicles 16:17, 
38; Psalm 16:11, 97:5; Matthew 
28:20; Hebrews 18:5. 

Coming now to the New Testa- 
ment, “Jehovah” becomes “Saviour” 
and is known to us by His human 
name as “Jesus.” It is stated, “His 
name shall be called Jesus because 
He shall save His people from their 
sins.” “Jesus” is the New Testament 
word for the Old Testament word 
“Joshua,” a famous name in Israel. 
Joshua, of old, was a deliverer. Jesus 
of the new dispensation has been 
made God our Saviour, the Eternal 
Son of the Eternal Father. So we 
refer to Him as God the Son and Say- 
iour of the world. 

Another very precious title of deity 
is that of “Comforter.” It is the man- 
ifestation of God to the world in the 
person ofthe Holy Spirit. The Greek 
word is “Parakletos.” “The one called 
alongside to help.” He is the revela- 
tion of God in the flesh. He is the 
abiding Comforter; He is God come 
down by His Spiirt to help us in our 
ignorance, infirmity, and even our 
weakness in intercession. 

God is revealed in the Scriptures 
by another title, namely, “ADON”, 
variously translated as applied to man 
as “Master” and “Husband.” Both 
of these relationships exist between 
Christ and the believer. He is our 
Lord and Master. He said on one

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STEPS THAT WON'T SLIDE 


“The law of his God is in his heart; 
none of his steps shall slide” 
Psalm 37:81. 


nconsistent Christian living 
oF is one of the greatest prob- 

lems of our day. It is de- 
priving us of much of our testimony, 
robbing us of our own personal vic- 
tory and causing too many to give 
up in their efforts to live for the Lord. 
Why? Because we are not following 
the prescribed path that leads us 
where “none” of our steps shall slide. 

In our text the’ Psalmist does not 
hint that “only a few” of his steps 
shall slide, nor is there a hint that 
they or any one of them “might slide 
just a little bit”. Clearly and plainly 
he says, “None” (not even one) “of 
his steps shall slide”. Surely this is 
the walk every Christian has desired, 
it is the walk every sinner desires to 
* have when he becomes a Christian, 
it is the walk every backslider dream- 
ed of before he gave up and plunged 
back into iniquity. More important 
still, it is the walk God desires to give 
to all who follow him, and he has 
put it within the reach of all who 
come to Him. 

See how simply he prescribes this 
walk? “The law of his God is in his 
heart; none of his steps shall slide”. 
Certainly any lasting experience with 
God must begin in the heart. The 
very issues of life are from the heart. 
Prov 4:23. The speech of one’s mouth 
is from the abundance of his heart. 
Matt 12:34. A man is, as he thinketh 
in his heart. Prov 23:7. The very 
basis of Christian living is in a heart 
experience with God, it can be no 
other way. “Man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance but the Lord look- 
eth upon the heart”. I Sam 16:7. The 
way to repentance and ultimate salva- 
tion follows this precise pattern... . 
“if thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart .... thou shalt be saved”. 
Rom 10:9. The Christian life begins 
and is continued in the heart. Even 
the access to this higher plane of 
Christian living, described by the 
Psalmist as a walk wherein “none of 
his steps shall slide”, was granted only 
on the condition that “the law of his 
God is in his heart”. This is still the 
answer today! God’s law or God's 
Word in our heart is the only real 
way of assurance and security. God 
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William O. Vickery 


has given us His Word, and now He 
has given us His Holy Spirit to guide 
us into His Word, He has also given 
us the power over our own hearts, 
even to the ability to keep Him, as 
well as His Word, outside if we so 
desire. Now then, it’s up to us. We 
can put as much or as little of His 
Word in our heart as we choose. 


William O. Vickery pastors the 
Assembly of God of San Rafael. He 
is well known and appreciated 
throughout our District for his evan- 
gelistic and pastoral ministry and 
for his work in the Sunday School 
Department. The accompanying ar- 
ticle is particularly worth while. 


How do we get the law of God in 
our heart? Read it! Read it regular- 
ly, read it all! We are not to read it 
just to get head knowledge, but to 
read it so we may see God's plan, to 
be guided by its teachings, and to 
understand its truths. And we can, 
for the Holy Spirit will “open our 
understanding” where necessary in 
order to help us understand. The im- 
portance of reading God’s Word, get- 
ting it into our hearts, is emphasized 
again and again. When God called 
upon Joshua to fill Moses’ place and 
commanded him to “arise, go over 
this Jordan”, He did not leave Josh- 
ua to draw upon his imagination as 
to just how he should go about this 
task. Before the Lord had finished 
speaking to Joshua He had spelled 
out prosperity and success in these 
words: “this book of the law (God's 
Word) shall not depart out of thy 


mouth; but thou shalt meditate there- 
in day and night, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all that is 
written therein: for then thou shalt 
make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success.” Jos. 1:8. 

David also found the secret of suc- 
cess and prosperity. In Psalms 1 we 
read the condition. “But his delight 
is in the law of the Lord; and in his 
law doth he meditate day and night”. 
And what are the results of meeting 


this condition? Listen! “And he shall 
be like a tree planted by the rivers 
of water, that bringeth forth his fruit 
in his season; his leaf also shall not 
wither, and whatsoever he doeth shall 
prosper’. David practiced what he 
preached, he experienced success and 
he attributed it directly to the effect 
of God’s Word upon his life. Here 
David's own story: “O how I love 
thy law! It is my meditation all the 
day ... (It) has made me wiser than 
mine enemies... (it) has given me 
more understanding than all my 
teachers ... (because of it) I under- 
stand more than the ancients ... (it) 
has kept my feet from every evil 
way...” And then David seems to 
summarize the whole story in these 
words, “Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet and a light unto my pathway”. 
Psalms 119:97-108, 105. 

Reading and keeping God’s Word 
in their heart was of vital importance 
to David and Joshua, and so is it to 
us today. The simple reading of God’s 
Word is perhaps the most neglected 
feature of our Christian life, perhaps 
it is exceeded only by our neglect to 
pray as we ought; and at the same 
time we see that God has attached 
such a tremendous importance to the 
reading of His Word, even to making 
the stability of our steps dependent 
upon writing His law in our hearts. 
The Apostle Paul encouraged Tim- 
othy to maintain his life and ministry 
upon this truth... . “All scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable ..... that the man of God 
may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works”. Ii Tim 3:16, 17. 
How can we read these words with- 
out being driven to our knees in con- 
trition before Him with whom we 
have to do? Over and over again we 
have said, “O’ for a closer walk with 
God”, and yet we continue to leave 
our Bibles on the shelf or the desk,

From what I know of this beautiful but remote area, it will take them 
a very long time to accomplish this task. A little help from every part of our 
District would not only greatly encourage their hearts but would also enable 
these fellow workers in the common cause to carry through their camp meet- 
ing and youth services this summer. 


Please pray about this and send an offering to our District Secretary- 
Treasurer, ear-marked for the Redwood Camp. No doubt many who will 
read these lines will want to share in this work of faith and labour of love. A 
prompt and generous response will be greatly appreciated. 


e At the last District Council session pledges were received for the erection 
of a new chapel for the Bible College. You will be interested to know that 
most of these pledges have been sent in and that the beautiful and commod- 
ious chapel is nearing completion. When the pledges referred to above were 
tabulated at the Stockton conference we announced that according to estimat- 
ed cost an additional ten thousand dollars would be necessary to complete 
the building and furnish it. I am happy now to tell you that Brother Larry 
Anderson, who is supervising the building, is not only keeping within the 
original estimate, but has now assured me that $8000 wll see us over the 
finish line. This will include beautiful pews and a pulpit made of cherry wood. 


Surely our mutual faith made perfect by works will carry us this last 
mile of the way and enable us to rejoice together in a task well done. This 
chapel will be the most used and perhaps the most sacred spot, on the College 
campus. May I thank you in advance for your prompt participation in the 
progress of this mutual endeavor.

Winkelman sends us several testimonies of 
native Christians wondrously healed by the 
power of God, He writes: “Since we return- 
ed to Samoa, we feel God’s smile of ap- 
proval upon us.

She is over 9 years old now 
and is strong and healthy.” Brother Misaile- 
galu tells how this incident caused him to 
come to the Lord so that now both he and 
his wife are happy Pentecostal Christians.

DORCAS, THE DISCIPLE

“Now there was at Joppa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tabitha, which 
by interpretation is called Dorcas; 
this woman was full of good works 
and almsdeeds which she did.” 


Acts 9:36 


he motivating principle of 

Dorcas’ life is given in six 

words —— “Full of good 
works and almsdeeds’. With her 
sewing needle as her tool and her 
home as her workshop, she establish- 
ed a service that has reached to the 
far corners of the earth. 

Not much is told about Dorcas per- 
sonally, but what is told is of such a 
kind that we may conjecture more. 
Little things have a significance in 
combination. Thus we can fill in 
the meager outline until the picture 
grows into completeness. 

Our story has its setting in Joppa, 
a seaport about thirty miles north- 
west of Jerusalem. A Christian com- 
munity had been formed, no doubt 
after the pattern of the Mother 
Church at Jerusalem. We are not 
told whether she was maid or widow, 
but we can imagine how in her lone- 
liness Dorcas might, like so many 
similarly situated, have grown hard 
and selfish, or have given way to 
mourning at the bitterness of her lot. 
But she did neither. She was a dis- 
ciple, and longed to be of use. Her 
zeal found an outlet in the “good 
works” (personal actions) and “alms- 
deeds” (gifts to the poor) of which 
the Scriptures tells us, she was “full”. 

No doubt she had been a fine 
seamstress since her youth, and she 
mtay have heard the words of the 
Master repeated, “I was naked and 
ye clothed me”. Her womanly heart 
had been. stirred to service. She 
opened her home for prayer meetings, 
but nothing is recorded of her efforts 
as a speaker. No doubt she sat silent- 
ly listening; but when the meeting 
was over she worked to clothe the 
widows and the orphans of Joppa. 
She was the president of the W.M.C. 

Suddenly she became ill, perhaps 
she “overdid”. She exhausted her 
strength. When she died it was felt 
by the whole of Joppa that she died 
too soon. 

_ The widows and orphans came to-

gether and prepared her body for 
burial. They sent for Peter in their 
bereavement. Peter had just been 
used. of God to work a miracle on the 
paralyzed limbs of Aeneas. It is not 
known whether the Joppa widows 
expected a miracle or whether they 
expected nothing more than Peter’s 
sympathy and counsel and to preach 
the funeral. At any rate they sent 
for him. Peter came at once. They 
sang the praises of Dorcas. They ex- 
hibited her handwork and mourned 
their loss of their true friend. 

Peter followed the Lord’s example 
in the raising of Jairus’ daughter, ex- 
cept the Scriptures point out that he 
“knelt down and prayed”. The Giver 
of Life answered his prayer and Dor- 
cas was presented alive to her friends. 

By the raising of Dorcas, God 
meant to set a mark of honour on the 
love that was displayed. He singles 
out a woman, calls her a disciple and 
crowns her life with grandeur and 
glory by making her a conqueror of 
death. 

Much is said in Scripture concern- 
in the maintaining of good works 
(Titus 3:8). Surely the story of Dor- 
cas teaches us that the “ministry of 
helps” is to be desired. 


A recently returned missionary 
(male) hinted that often the men 
were overlooked in the W.M.C. boxes. 
We pressed him for suggestion and 
we obtained the following: 

Include all kinds of “gadgets” from 
the Hardware counter at dime stores. 
Friction tape, cans of assorted nails 
and screws, All kinds of tools, furni- 
ture repair kits, plastic wood, elec- 
trical cord repairs (plugs, sockets, 
etc.) Our missionary stated that 
many times he could have used some 
“spark plugs.” He suggested to the 
canning crew that they seal up some 
cement in tins for those small repair 
jobs. This would be a good Treasure 
Chest project for the entire church.

to a missionary child? 


Have you ever thought about 
“adopting” the child of a missionary? 
This project has an intriguing appeal 
to any local WMC group, and it can 
prove a great blessing to the mission- 
ary family. Of course, the child con- 
tinues to live with his missionary 
mommy and daddy, but his life is 
made richer and more joyful by a 
circle of kindly WMC “foster- 
mothers” here in the homeland. 


The program is administered from 
Springfield so as to avoid duplication 
or neglect. The District WMC officers 
are also kept informed and asked to 
maintain records. However, the actual 
contact with the missionary child is 
made and carried on by the local 
WMC group. Hence, there is a warm 
and personal relationship that is a 
mutual satisfaction and blessing. 

The adopting WMC group keeps 
in close touch with its foster child, 
just as it.would if a member of its 
own family were away from home. 
Birthdays and special occasions are 
remembered with cards and appro- 
priate gifts. In general, the foster 
group attempts a warm-hearted, per- 
sonal, loving interest and influence to 
reach out across the miles to where 
the missionary child is. 

We cannot commend this program 
too highly. So often, a missionary’s 
child is deprived of the fun and fel- 
lowship that ought to constitute nor- 
mal childhood. We applaud adults 
who sacrifice the pleasures of the 
homeland to do missionary service; 
we so often neglect their children who 
sacrifice as much or more. The most 
that we can do to make more reward- 
ing and happy the lives of missionary 
boys and girls is none too much. In- 
terested groups are asked to contact 
the District WMC President for de- 
tailed information.

New Printing Device Would 
Help Missions 


Evangelical mission leaders are 
quietly investigating the availability 
of a new device which may revolu- 
tionize the foreign mission literature 
advance. The U. S. Army has develop- 
ed a small, typewriter-like machine 
that can print more than 50 foreign 
languages, developed for psycholog- 
ical warfare units to give the army 
mobile equipment for printing leaf- 
lets for foreign peoples. One evan- 
gelical leader who saw a demonstra- 
tion of the new device reported that 
the machine is so simple that “non- 
linguistic U. S. Army personnel will 
be able to prepare messages in total- 
ly unfamiliar tongues.”

General Addresses CBMC 
Dinner Meeting 

“Mankind is in a state of futility 
and frustration which no one can do 
anything about because much of the 
world is trying, to live independently 


of God.” So stated Lieutenant General 


William K. Harrison, the United 
States Army’s Caribbean area com- 
mander, when he addressed the 
Sacramento Christian Business Men’s 
Committee recently in Governor’s 
Hall on the State Fair Grounds. 

He told the audience of more than 
1100 that the world finds itself in 
such a state because the decent fel- 
lows, those who follow God’s com- 
mandments cannot overcome the 
common criminals whom he labeled 
as the Communists. — 

He stated that “The debt of sin 
was paid once and for all by Jesus on 
the cross. He paid with his-life the 
wages of sin which is death, but God 
raised Jesus from the dead and sent 
His son to unite God and man for- 
ever. Jesus offers salvation from sin 


‘but this gift is of no value unless we — 


accept it.” 

The speaker, who signed the Pan- 
munjom Treaty which ended the Ko-- 
rean War, declared it was not a plea- 
sant experience to deal with the Com- 
munists. “In negotiating with them I 
found I was dealing with common 
criminals. They may cover up their 
actions with fancy words but they 
still are untrustworthy. But despite 
their tactics they couldn’t frustrate 
me because I trusted in God.”
